MIX TEXOLITE PASTE— Slowly add one part 
water to two parts paste For best results, 
water should be appro.ximately room temperature or 
slightly warmer. Add about % of total water first and 
stir to an even consistency. Balance of water should 
then be added gradually in small quantities with con- 
tinual stirring. If it is not used at once, keep the mix 
tightly covered. Never mix in a wooden bucket.

TINTING WITH TEXOLITE- Add a small amount of water 
to Deep Color Paste— enough to bring it to a creamy 
consistency. Then add this creamed paste to Texolite 
which has been reduced to same consistency. After 
thorough intermixing, slowly add remainder of water in 
small quantities with thorough stirring. Total water 
should be in ratio of two parts of paste to one part of 
water. Mixed paint must be strained through cheese- 
cloth before using.

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GREASY WALLS 

No paint will adhere to 
walls covered with grease 
or heavy soot. It is best to 
wash them with a strong 
washing compound. Be 
sure all traces of washing 
comp>ound are removed 
with clear water. Glossy 
surfaces should be dulled 
by washing in the manner 
described to assure tight 
adhesion of the paint. 




FOR DARK TONES 

Deep tones especially of 
rich blues, reds or greens 
carry a large percentage of 
brilliant pigments which 
magnify irregularities of 
suction in wall surfaces. It 
is well to apply Texolite 
Primer or oil type primer 
lirst to equalize suction 
and insure against color 
streaks when Texolite 
Deep Colors are used- 




LOOSE OR TORN WALLPAPER 



Wallpaper should be firm-
